This office action is a response to the appeal brief filed on 9/27/2005. 

Examiner's Amendment

Claim 1: After the phrase "driving source," as recited in line 3, replace the 
phrase "wherein the disc is" to -and a computer readable disc for storing data thereon--. 

Re. Claim 14: After the phrase "at least one" as recited in line 2, replaces the 
phrase "disc" to -computer readable disc for storing data thereon--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration with applicant's arguments, examiner agrees with the applicant's counsel 
that the prior art of record of Duston et al. fails to disclose the claimed invention such as 
a disc assembly having a driving source and a computer readable disc for storing data

readable disc for storing data. It is not obvious taken alone or in combination of other 
references fairly to suggest the claimed invention.
